INTRODUCTION 


The  estimated  $20  billion  worth  of  agricultural  commodities  and 
products  to  be  exported  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  13jk   is  a 
tribute  to  the  energy,  sales  ability  and  durability,  and  the 
traditional  trading  spirit  of  the  American  agricultural  community. 

Exports  are  providing  markets  for  nearly  three-fourths,  of  the 
equivalent  annual  wheat  crop;  two-thirds  of  the  rice;  half  of 
the  soybeans;  more  than  one-third  of  the  cotton  and  tobacco; 
and  one-fourth  of  the  feed  grains. 

About  one-fifth  of  1973  net  farm  income  came  from  agricultirral 
exports.  About  one-half  of  the  1973  increase  in  net  farm  income 
over  1972  resulted  from  farm  exports.  Production  of  one  out  of 
every  four  harvested  acres  is  sold  abroad.  Because  of  export 
requirements,  U.  S.  land  in  crops  is  increasing  annually  by 
millions  of  acres. 

The  vast  network  of  support  and  service  companies  and  organizations 
that  link  the  American  farmer  and  the  consiimer  beyond  our  borders 
and  the  oceans  benefits  from  exports;  businesses  that  include 
agricultural  machinery  and  chemicals  manirfacturerft;  the  packaging 
and  container  industries;  the  transportation  system,  both  domestic 
and  overseas;  international  banks,  forwarders;  and  brokers;  and 
the  small  army  of  marketers,  promotion  specialists,  and  commercial 
representatives  who  travel  the  world  probing  for  new  or  expanding 
markets  for  American  farm  products. 

The  American  agricultural  export  enterprise  can  look  forward  to 
continuing  opportunities  for  expanding  world  trade.

Foreign  Agricultural  Service  (FAS)  is  a  service  and  promotion  agency  for 
the  many  elements  of  the  U.  S.  agricultioral  export  business.  It  reports 
on  developments  in  world  trade  and  conducts  activities  and  events  to 
stimulate  and  expand  agricultural  exports.

Agricultioral  Attaches  and  Officers; 

FAS  has  agricultural  attaches  and  officers  stationed  in  6l  American 
Embassies  and  Consulates  in  coiontries  around  the  world.  Many  of  them 
report  on  additional  countries  and  areas.  They  are  the  key  link  in 
gathering  and  reporting  back  to  the  United  States  information  on 
agricultural  production,  trade,  and  market  opportunities.  They  also 
assist  U.  S.  business  groups  and  individuals  traveling  abroad  to  find 
and  sell  to  international  markets.   See  page  10. 

Marketing  managers  and  specialists  in  the  FAS  commodity  area  obtain 
and  analyze  information  from  agricultural  attaches  and  other  sources 
on  a  wide  range  of  food  and  other  agricultural  commodities  and  products. 
Of  special  significance  are  competition  studies  and  reports  that  list 
and  analyze  our  major  competitors  in  world  markets,  by  country, 
commodity,  and  product. 

The  following  broad  groupings  of  U.  S.  farm  products  are  studied  by 
these  specialists:   cotton;  dairy  and  poultry;  fats  and  oils;  fruits 
and  vegetables;  grains  and  feeds;  livestock  and  meat  products;  and 
tobacco.   FAS  also  compiles  information  on  agricultioral  imports  to 
the  United  States. 

Market  Development  Cooperators; 

A  total  of  60  U.  S.  agricultural  trade  associations  are  cooperating 
with  FAS  to  develop  overseas  markets  for  their  respective  products. 
They  undertake  a  wide  range  of  marketing  and  promotional  activities 
aimed  at  the  whole  spectrum  of  potential  customers. 

This  program  is  sponsored,  guided,  and  partially  funded  by  FAS,  but 
the  associations  provide  basic  initiative  and  direction.  On  an  over- 
all basis  they  and  their  foreign  counterparts  match  FAS  contributions 
two  to  one.   See  page  ^1 . 

State  and  Regional  Organizations  and  Representatives; 

State  departments  of  agriculture  and  other  state  organizations  are 
involved  to  varying  degrees  in  export  promotion.  They  cooperate  with 
FAS  in  many  projects.

State  departments  of  agriculture  are  merging  into  regional  groups  to  more 
effectively  coordinate  export  promotion  and  their  relations  with  FAS.  h'] 
states  are  now  members  of  5  such  groups.  A  listing  of  these  groups  and 
their  member  states  starts  on  page  28. 

Export  Trade  Services  Division.  This  FAS  division  operates  several  well- 
known  programs  to  help  the  U.  S.  food  and  agricultural  trade  in  its  export 
efforts.   They  are: 

Trade  Opportunity  Referral  Service  (TORS).  This  is  a 
computerized  system  that  matches  the  overseas  buyer  and  the 
U.S.  supplier  of  agricultural  products.   Several  thousand 
importers  and  other  traders  from  50  countries  and  most  U.S. 
states  are  listed  in  this  system.   In  operation,  trade  in- 
quiries come  in  from  overseas  posts,  are  matched  with  U.S. 
suppliers,  then  the  computer-printed  inquiry  is  sent  to  U.S. 
handlers  of  the  products  or  commodities.  Elapsed  time  between 
arrival  of  the  inquiry  in  FAS  and  the  mailed  inquiry  to  the 
U.S.  supplier  is  about  one  week.   In  1973?  FAS  distributed 
1)339  inquiries. 

Combined  with  TORS  is  Export  Briefs,  a  weekly  publication 
that  lists  all  current  trade  inquiries.   It  is  distributed 
to  the  U.S.  trade  either  through  state  marketing  repre- 
sentatives or  direct  from  FAS.   For  information  on  either

New  Product  Testing  Service.   The  entry  and  sale  of 
certain  American  food  products  into  certain  markets  are 
occasionally  being  questioned  by  foreign  government

representatives  because  of  ingredients  or  label  wording. 
FAS,  through  its  attaches,  will  clear  food  labels  and 
promptly  report  to  the  supplier  on  the  results  of  this 
clearance.  This  service  is  free,  but  it  often  takes 
several  weeks.   In  1972  and  1973,  FAS  sent  3,627  labels 
to  53  countries  for  clearance.

Overseas  Exhibits.  FAS  sponsors  overseas  trade  shows 
which  give  the  U.  S.  businessman  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  display  and  promote  his  products  to  the  overseas  trade, 
and  to  carry  on  intensive  negotiations  with  potential  buyers 
on  their  home  ground.  For  information  on  exhibits,  call

Export  Sales  Teams.  .  Under  this  relatively  new  overseas 
promotional  device,  executives  from  several  food  companies 
or  brokerage  firms  join  together  under  FAS  sponsorship  to 
travel  to  a  certain  market  and  promote  their  products  to 
the  specially  invited  trade.  FAS  assembles  and  ships  the 
food  samples,  arranges  for  the  display  site  abroad,  and 
generally  assists  the  sales  team  both  in  the  United  States 
and  abroad.

V  Transportation  Services.  A  transportation  specialist 

provides  information  on  ocean  and  air  transportation  of 
agricultural  products,  and  is  available  for  consultation 
on  specific  problems  affecting  the  export  shipment  of  any 
agricultural  product  to  any  market. 

He  also  counsels  on  the  ¥ebb-Pomerene  Act  of  1918,  which 
exempts  businessmen  operating  under  it  from  the  antitrust 
laws  in  order  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  American  goods 
to  foreign  countries.

Represent  the  U.  S.  manufacturer  in  overseas  trade  circles,  and  at  overseas 

promotional  events  sponsored  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.

Serve,  in  effect,  as  the  "export  department"  for  the  U.  S.  company. 


The  designation  EMC  does  not  apply  to  all  such  companies.  Some  of  them  refer  to 
themselves  as  export  brokers,  international  brokers,  or  by  some  other  name.  EMC 
is  a  fairly  new  name  for  the  CEM,  meaning  Combination  Export  Manager.
